MOOD GROWS 

The Black Power conference 
delegates—their number swell¬ 
ing to TOO—reflected a growing 
mood of alienation from white 
society as they sought ways to 
develop self-help programs. 

At a news conference Friday. 
Floyd B. McKisilck, national 
director of the Congress at Ra¬ 
cial Equality, said no person 
"in his sane mind" could prediet 
there would be no further vio¬ 
lence this summer.

Delegates, drawn from a wide 
range of Negro views, worked 
here in a strictly business at¬ 
mosphere.

TOO LATE’ 

“It’i too late, too late to 
remedy the racial situation In 
this country," said a well-known 
delegate, asking his nama be 
withheld.

Thursday 
night and called on participants 
to refuse individual interviews. 

The delegate said racial alien¬ 
ation had gone past "that point 
o( no return’' and the future 
holds more violence, perhaps 
guerrilla-type action by some of 
the new “revolutionaries."

Black Nationalist Ron Ka- 
renga of Los Angeles told the 
conference’s opening session: 
“Everybody kiwwi whltey*s a 
devil; the question Is, what are 
you going to do about it?” 

In the workshops, however, 
the dominant concern was how 
to develop sensitive, workable 
programs and involve the Amer¬ 
ican Negroes In a strong, united 
movement to better their lot

“The most important contribution,’’ he writes, 
“would provide for their settlement in the Middle East 
through an economic p ro gra m in that area which 
would make it possible for them to support them¬ 
selves.”

A Gallant Enemy 


By M. V. CHESNTT 

The dandeliun is certainly no friend 
of mine. I fight him tooth and nail with 
every weapon in a gardener * arsenal to 
keep him lor establishing a beach head 
on my front lawn. 

But you can respect a gallant enemy, 
and I must admit that I have learned a 
lot about plant life by studying the 
quirks and foibles of Taraxacum 
offlcianale, the common dandelion. 

For one thing, yog'll notice that 
when a dandelion is living the life of 
Riley, tucked away in a hedge or In a 
ditch bottom, with good sail and lots of 
moisture, It is never In any great hurry 
to bloom and set seed. It will grow 
upright, with a thick stalk and lots of 
leaves, and not until the season Is well 
advanced will It yawn and stretch and 
finally condescend to pop a few flowers 
out, 

★ * * 

But put a dandelion in the lawn, 
where it has to compete with the grass 
for food and moisture, and where It gets 
iu head chopped off by the lawn mower 
every time it raises it, the plant Is In a 
frantic hurry to have babies. It will 
rush its flower buds to the surface when 
only an Inch tan, and It will bloom and 
throw.Its corps of paratroopers Into the 
air before you can say "2,4-D.” 


It seems to me a plant must have a 
very powerful Instinct to perpetuate its 
species before It dies. When It is living 
in safety, luxuriating In plenty of food 
and moisture. It goes all fat and lazy, 
giving, no thought to bearing children to 
carry on the race. At the slightest hint 
nf Impending destruction, though. It will 
hurry Its flowers into bloom and set 
seed. 

* * * 

There are several ways in which we 
can make good use of this tendency In 
ois gardening operations. For instance, 
an overly comfortable bouse plant which 
refuses to bloom can often be shocked 
into flowering by cramping Ms roots 
into a pot Just half a size too small, or 
by cutting down on Its food and water. 

By the same token, you can jolt a 
fruitiest fruit tree into facing the facts 
of life — and death — by manhandling 
it in various ways — root prunkig. hark 
ringing, or simply by digging It out of 
the ground and bunging It right back in 
the same hole. 

On the other hand, your bedding-out 
annuals tend to pack up and quit 
blooming once their prime rates ion la 
life is accomplished and seed is met. To 
keep them blooming right through to 
the end of the season, the trick Is to 


pick off every faded flower, thereby 
frustrating their efforts to set seed. 
With the job of perpetuating tha race 
unfinished, they will keep on trying over 
and ewer again, thereby keeping the 
garden gay with bloom. 

* * * * 

The same principle applies (D the 
vegetable plot. Beans, peas and 
cucumbers in particular must be kept 
picked, far if they succeed in their 
effort to ripen seed, they will quit 
bearing. If rhubarb plants bloom and 
try to set seed prematurely, better try 
to find out what Is causing its feeling nf 
insecurity; ft may be lack of food nr 
moisture, overcrowding or exhausted 
soil. 

There are some plants which must 
be lulled into a false sense of security 
so they won't be In any hurry to flower 
and set seed. Spinach and lettuce In 
particular are ruined tor table use when 
Dowering shoots appear. 

The trick here is to keep them 
happy, weD fed and contented so they 
don't get any morbid ideas. By keeping 
their roots cool and moist by spreading 
a mulch of straw, lawn mowing s or 
sawdust, you can kid them halo baBail¬ 
ing they are living In a land of per¬ 
petual spring, with plenty of time ahead 
lor having children. 


SYDNEY HARRIS Makes Case for Mediocrities 


I have been playing chess — 
If you care to call it that — 
for nearly 40 years, and my 12- 
ye ax-old boy. who learned the 
game only two yean ago, can 
checkmate me if I don’t play 
to the top of my miserable 
form. 

It’s not that he is particu¬ 
larly good; It's that I haven't 
improved much since I was 
his age. My game reached a 
certain plateau and stayed 
there Like a short-winded 
mountain climber. I lack tha 
resources for further ascent; 
my chess legs give out fast.

All authorities agree that 
there are six main attributes 
that go to make up a good 
chess player: relentless will 
to win, reliability of memory, 

nr—r <i# visualization, alert¬ 


ness. calmness In a crisis, and 
psychological shrewdness. 

Since I lack all but one of 
these — in a chew crisis, I 
am calm to the point of 
torpor, ahice I usualy don't 
know what's happening — it Is 
little wonder that my game 
hasn't got much past the wood- 
pusher stage. Arid I could play 
and study for the next 41 
years and still remain a 
glowing example of medioc¬ 
rity at Its height. 

★ * A 

Yet, as Chesterton ones 
observed in a different con¬ 
text, “If a thing is worth 
doing, it’s worth doing badly.** 
And playing chess, to my 
mild, is a thing eminently 
worth doing. 

We should not be put off by 
tiie fact that we are bad or 


blow to the ego to be soundly 
trounced by a teeivager at a 
game which requires acute 
mental powers — but It has 
always been the duffers who 
have been the greatest lovers 
of any game for its own sake. 

★ A A 

The experts and profes¬ 
sionals ase a game for their 
own (often mercenary «r 
neurotic) ends: for money or 
fame or exhibiting superiority 
or even baser motives. To os 
duften, tha game' is an end in 
itself; we love it nut tar what 
it can do for us, but far Its 
own internal beauty and 
elegance and subtlety. We are 
its true devotees. 

When we give up nuch a 
pursuit. It is gsnerally 
because of vanity: it hurts too 
much to be treated with 
casual contempt by the 


masters. Fhrt this Is Ilka 
stopping playing the piano 
beentwe you can't perform a 
Beethoven sonata as well as 
Schnabel did. Yet your spirit 
may be closer to the spirit of 
the composer than many a 
polished performer who is all 
technique and no soul.

screens, diagonal measure¬ 
ment. 

Surgeon-General William H. 
Stewart of the Public Health 
Service issued the warning 
after General Electric, despite 
a nationwide search, reported 
failure to locate about one- 
tenth of the sets the company 
suspected of emitting poten¬ 


tially harmful X-rays from 
certain tubes. 

Dr. Stewart said tests of 
tubes supplied by the manu¬ 
facturer Indicated that a 
"large percentage" of the 
tubes leaked radiation at 
levels "representing poten¬ 
tial hazards to human 
health."
